Their faces were 
screened from view by red handkerchiefs, 
tightly drawn, with holes for the eyes, nose 
and mouth. They approached him from

James Beecher Wants His In- 
sanity Investigated. 


IS AN INMATE OF THE ASYLUM. 


DREW UP A PETITION FOR HA- 
BEAS CORPUS—HAD A GUARD 
TAKE HIM TO COURT.

HAS PROGRESSIVE PARANOIA. 


Asylum Doctors Say He Has Been In- 
sane for Twenty-Eight Years, 
‘Though Rational and Intel- 
ligent on Many Topics. 


- The most remarkable person in the St. 
Lou's Insane Asylum appeared unan- 
nounced in the Circuit Clerk’s office Mon- 
day evening and filed application for a 
writ of habeas corpus to inquire into the 
continuance of his restraint and confine- 
ment. 

The man was James M. Beecher, known 
to physicians’as a case of parano!a that 
Was unrecognized for nearly thirty years, 


He is of distinguished appearance, 6 feet | 


took “him seriously and for 2 years 
hounded the man from pillar to post, piling 
up against him a long record of crimes, 
when it was discovered at last that he had 
scarcely a gleam of sanity. at 

He was reared within forty miles of . 
Louis, and he carries in his face and leg 
the marks of gunshot wounds inflicted by 
a relative he had threatened to Kill and 
who did not know he Was insane. His 
principal diversion was forgery. He has 
run the gamut of every 
and the adjacent territories, 
hobby being changes of venue, which -he 
got with a dexterity that startled his jaw- 
yers, who acknowledged the superio 
his tactics. 


his usual cunning and exemplified the 
growth of his disease. He went to Chil- 
cago and actually persuaded a big sta- 
tionery house to employ him as its St. Louls 
agent. He fitted out magnificent general 
offices on credit near Fourth and Washing- 
ton avenue and for weeks employed him- 
self writing letters to the people in behalf 
of his business. But his creditors began 
to press him for rent«and for furnishings, 
and one day he sold the outfit of his office. 

The creditors had him arrested and then 
he fell back upon his old delusion that 
they were criminals and that as an officer 
in the secret service of the Taxpayers’ 
League it was his duty to catch them 
by any artifice in his power. He fought 
every step of his prosecution with consum- 
mate skill until an inquiry into his sanity 
was instituted. Then his house of cards 
fell to pleces and those who had known 
| him for a lifetime were astounded to learn 
he had been actually insane for nearly 
years. 

Since his incarceration his letter writing 
has been largely directed to the several 
superintendents. Bach succeeding physician 
he hails as coming into power by reason of 
the favoritism of the Taxpayers’ League. 
He conceives it his duty, as a retainer of 
the league, to keep incessant watch and 
guard upon the new superintendent, to see 
that he does not transcend the rules of the 
organization. Before a year has passed he 
reaches the inevitable conclusion that the 
chief officer of the asylum hag followed his 
predecessor into. official corruption and 


tyranny, and that the league ‘s preparing to | 


have him dismissed. 

One of the sdddest incidents of Beecher’s 
career is that his devoted and affectionate 
wife did not know of his insanity. She was 


were aided by Mr. Beecher’s relatives, who 
were sorely tried by the trouble into which

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tall, straight and soldierly in ‘his bearing, 
has @ gray beard, large brown eyes, black, 
hair tinged with gray, straight nose, well | 
shaped head and weighs about 175 pounds. | 

In his application, which was a perfectly | 
prepared legal document, Beecher asserts | 
he is unlawfully restrained of his liberty; | 
that he has been confined ‘in the asylum | 
without the slightest authority s.nce Feb. | 
®, 1898, and that under the constitution and 


laws of the State he is entitled to an in- 


quiry into his sanity. 

The man was accompanied by a guard 
from the asylum, and the paper was re- 
ceived and assigned to Judge Talty’s di- 
vison. 

“The incident of Beecher’s appearance at 
the Courthouse,” says Dr. Edward C. 
Runge, superintendent of the asylum, 
“happened in this way. It is my custom to 
permit some of the patients to make an oc- | 
casional trip downtown, to visit relatives 
or attend to pr.vate business. Keecher’s Son 
had asked me to let his father come down | 
and look at a patent he has just ob-ained 
for a mechanical contrivance. Yesterday 
told the man he might go and in his pres- 
ence called a guard and instructed him to; 
accompany Beecher wherever he desired, To} 
an old guard the order would have been un- | 
derstood, but he was a new one, ‘1 intended, 
to privately limit the permission to the one. 
errand. but Beecher and the attendant got 
away before I could finish my directions. 

“It seems the man had already prepared | 
his application for habeas corpus and took | 
advantage of his liberty to file it, 

“Reecher’s is rather a famous case. He 
is afflicted with progressfve paranoia and 
hia disease has attracted much attention. 
He was regularly examined by the Probate | 
Court in January, 1893, and pronounced in- 
sane. The man is absolutely Irresponsible | 
and has been for thirty years. . 

“His intellectual faculties and habits ere 
quite rémarkabie. His memory is phenom- | 
enal for names, dates and faces. He is 
methodical and hardly an event in his daily 
life is too insignificant for immedate per- 
retuation in a notebook. In fact, he writes 
continuously and well, and although never. 
a lawyer, his legal documents have been 
pronounced marvels of correctness,” | 

Beecher was sent for and came down) 
quickly to Dr. Runge’s office. He gazed: 
steadily at the reporter for a second, with 
ust a lightning-flash of unreason tin his big 

rown eyes, then smiled and said softly: 

“Yes I remember vou. Your name 
So-and-So and I met you In January, 
at Jefferson City."”

The Brooklyn Turf Exchange at 6228 Eas- 
ton avenue, Wellston, is doing a rush'ng 
| business, and Justice Henry Deeters, just 
/across the street, has hung up his official 
coat to take advantage of the wave of 
prosperity that has rolled over his saloon. 

Prosecuting Attorney Heidorn says he will 
ask the grand jury to indict the gamblers 
under the breeders’ law. This does not 
worry the bookies in the least, because 
they remember that Judge Hirzel is on rec- 
ord concerning the breeders’ law. He occu- 
pied Judge Murphy's court several days 
last summer when poolroom cases were up 
for trial, and he decided that the enactment 
passed by the last Legislature, to restrict 


: betting at horse races, was unconstitutional. 


That the county authorities are talking 
about proceeding under this statute, when 
the only Judge who can pass upon the case 
out there has already held the statute to be 
invalid, causes persons to wonder if the 
public is not being treated to a little game 
of bluff. 

Last August the 
an interview with 


Post-Dispatch published 
Judge Hirzel, in which 
the Circuit Judge said that, although he 
held the Breeders’ law to be class legisla- 
tion, and therefore invalid, he saw no rea- 
son why proprietors of poolrooms could not 
he convicted under the general gambling or 
general nuisance act. 

The bookies are not troubling themselves 
about the law. They are more concerned 
about the finishing touches to their building. 
The wires are all in position and New Or- 
leans and Ingleside entries are posted on 
the big blackboards. 

Five men work behind the screen, while 
three others busy themselves in the crowds, 
urging hesitating victims. The two rooms 
were packed all Monday, but the betting 
was light until late In the evening, a great 
majority of the crowd being. residents of 
the little suburb and had never been ins‘de 
of a pcolroom. These thinned out after a 
time and the old line gamblers from down- 
town were given a chance. 

Most of the crowd that paid money yes- 
terday were professionals. “The room is too 
far away for the guileless store clerk, 
whose dollars flowed so freely in the book- 
les’ coffers in days of yore. Out:in Wells- 
ton were only those steeped in this seduct- 
ive evil.

LEGALITY OF THE BREEDERS’ 
LAW NOT THE POINT UN- 
DER CONSIDERATION. 


SUPREME COURT'S DECISION. 


Misdemeanor Cases Must Be Appealed 
to the Circuit Court Before 
Going to Jefferson 
City. 


Another victory for the poolrooms with- 
out involving the Breeders’ law. 


Judge David B. Murphy of the Court of 
Criminai Correction smiled Tuesday. when 


he read a Post-Dispatch special telegram 
from Jefferson City announcing that the 
Supreme Court had dismissed the St. Louis 
poolroom cases, taken upon appeal. 
Judge Murphy’s smile indicated that he 
felt as much satisfact.on as if the Supreme 
Court had openly affirmed his decision in 
releasing the poolroom defendants. 

The telegram which was exhibited to 
Judge Murphy follows: 


Division No. 2 of the Supreme Court to-day 
dismissed the writ of error in the St. Louis 
poolroom cases, without passing upon the con- 
stitutionality of the Breeders’ Law. Judge 
Sherwood wrote the opinion. The court holds 
that the State has no right to appeal misde- 
meanor cases to this court, and hence the judg- 
ment of Judge Murphy of St. Louis is left in 
force and the defendants are released. 


The opinion in part is as foilows: 


Until the year 1845, Revised Statutes of that 
year, page 8&8, sections 9 and 10, the statutes 
of this State never authorized the State to take 
an appeal in a criminal cause. These sections 
recognize and give authority® for the exercise 
of this right only in the cases and under the 
circumstances mentioned in the succeeding sec- 
tion (section 9). These cases and circumstances 
are thus ‘defined in the next section (section 
10), (1) when an indictment is quashed (2), 
or adjudged insufficient on demurrer or (3) when 
judgment ihereon is arrested. Such has been 
the statute law of this State ever since. 

This statute was doubtless passed because of 
s0me doubt expressed by one ¢f the judges in 
State vs. Spear, 6 Missouri ‘644, decided in 
1840, whether an appeal would lie in behalf of 
the Stace in a criminal case. Construing this 
Statute this court held in a number of in- 
Stauces that no appeal lay on behalf of the 
State except when brought within the precise 
cases and circumstances specified in the statute 
under consideration, viz.: State vs. Ballinger, 

6 Missourl, 577; State vs. Rizley, 72 Missouri, 

609; State vs. Heisserer, 83 Missouri, 692; 

State vs, Ashcraft, 35 Missouri, 348; State vs. 

Rome, 22 Missouri, 328. There was no statute 

authority in this State for them suing out by 

the State of a writ of error in a criminal cause 
until the eaactment of section 1988 in the 

Revised Statutes of 1879, authorizing this to 

be done. That section has now become section 

4292 Revised Statutes, 1889. Though that sec- 

tion allows the State to sue out a writ of error 

it can only be done in a case in which an ap- 
peal would be on behalf of the State, that is 

as provided in section 4290. 

When asked what was meant by the State 
not having the legal right to appeal mis- 
demeanor cases to the .Supreme Court, 
Judge Murphy said it meant just what it 
said, or to enter into details, that a misde- 
meanor appeal from his court should pass 
through the intermediatescourts before go- 
ing to the on Court, * 

Judge Murphy did not so’express himself, 
but it is evident that he regards the action 
of the Supreme Court as an affimation of 
his poolroom decisions, which have at- 
tracted so much attention. 

Col. John I. Martin of the firm of Martin 
& Bass, who represented numerous pool- 
room defendants, said: 

“It looks to me like the Supreme Court 
really indorses Judge Murphy’s position. 
Yet the members of the court seem averse 
to passing on the constitutionality of the 
breeders’ law. 

“T understand the Supreme Court to mean 
that a misdemeanor case from Judge Mur- 
phy’s court should go to the Court of Ap- 
peals instead of to the Supreme Court di- 
rect. 

A later dispatch from Jefferson City says: 

Judge Thomas B. Harvey, who assisted in 
prosecuting in the poolroom cases in St. Loults, 
was greatly surprised at the decision. He will 
file a motion for a rehearing at once. He says: 
“The question as to whether an appeal or writ 
of error would He was not raised or touched upon 
by either side In this case, for It was regarded 
as settled law, inasmuch as in so late a decision 
as that of the State vs. Burgdorfgr, 107 Mo., 
page 1, this same court, Division No. 2, wrote 
on exhaustive opinion on this identical question, 
and unanimously held that a judgment of the St. 
louis Court of Criminal Correction quashing an 
information could be reviewed by the Supreme 
Court, either on appeal or by writ of error. 

‘Now this same court conTes along and holds 
exactly to the contrary, without so much as 
referring to or in any way mentioning the case 
of Burgdorfer. In the case of Burgdorfer the 
Supreme Court said that tf the State is not 
entitled to an appeal or writ of error from such 
judgments, the result will be that the Court of 
Criminal Correction ean with impunity enter 
final judgments, declaring the criminal statutes 
of the State to be invalid or unconstitutional, 
and the State would be without remedy. When 
the eourt’s opinion is ealled to the aforesald 
conflict in its opinions, I don’t doubt that a 
rehearing will be granted. Doubtless the counse] 
for the poolrooms will be as much surprised as 
counsel for the State by this decision: for neither 
side touched upon the,question, but regarded ite 
as settled.”’

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FAILURES OF JUSTICE. 


Twenty-four of the criminals now in the City 
Jail, or nearly 10 per cent of the total number of 
prisoners, are habitual criminals. That is to say, 
they make a profession of crime and depend upon 
it for a livelihood, 

In none of these cases is there much hope of 
reform. The men are past that point and are 
fully committed to a life of crime. To release 
any one of them from jail is to assure the com- 
mission of crime, perhaps the slaying of an in- 
nocent person in its commission. Socidéty cannot 
reclaim these men and can only protect itself 
by putting and keeping them behind bars. Short 
terms of imprisonment merely mean the repeti- 
tion of the costly processes of arrest and trial. 

The. habitual criminal act which provides for 
the life imprisonment of professional! criminals is 
a reasonable and just law. It places within 
reach of the community the only possible means 
by which it can protect itself from great cost, 
injury and danger at the hands of persistent 
enemies. The offender who falls under the opera- 
tion of the law is not tthe ignorant, weak or 
cvertempted first offender, but the professional 

*criminal who deliberately preys upon society. 

But St. Louis enjoys little benefit from the ha- 
bitual criminal act. The police say the prose- 
cuting officers are derelict and that funds to 

secure evidence are lacking. On the other hand, 
the prosecuting officers charge the failure of the 
law to the police and the leniency of juries. 

The result of the release of habitual criminals 
and the easy evasion of deserved punishment is 
the carnival of crime from which St. Louis is 
now suffering.

WILLARD AS GARRICK, 


Another triumph must be marked down to the 
credit of FE. 8S. Willard. He entitled himself to 
it last evening at the Olympic Theater at the con- 
clusion of the second act of ‘‘David Garrick.”’ A 
large audience of discriminating men and women, 
perscns capable of the truest appreciation of act- 
ing of the highest and best kind, accorded it gen- 
¢rously, not to say enthusiastically, and when the 
final curtain was rung down Mr. Willard was 
made to show himself and acknowledge the com- 
pliment so justly paid him. It was a wise selection 
when Mr. Willard gecided upon David Garrick as 
the role in which to open his engagement here, 
not only so far as he was concerned, but because 
the play served to bring out the all-round excel- 
lence of the supporting company. David Garrick 
has been played in St. Louis long before Mr. Wil- 
lard brought it here. The other Davids were soon 
forgotten. Mr. Willard’s Garrick will he remem- 
bered for many a year by those who saw Monday 
night’s performance,.as one of the most artistic 
creations the English actor has yet given us. The 
wonder of it is that Mr. Willard has waited so 
long to add David Garrick to his repertoire. As 
his conception of the part is somewhat different 
from that of other actors who have essayed it, so 
in his rendition of it is there a departure from 
the manneriems and distinctive bits of personality 
that have characterized other roles in which Mr. 
Willard is familiar to St. Louisans. He looks Mr. 
Willard—his face is too strong a one to disguise 
it with paint, powder and wig—and the Willard 
voice is present, but the walk, the gestures and 
the expression are as unlike the Willard of 
“Judah,” of the ‘“‘Middleman,”’ of ‘“The Professor's 
Love Story” as a red rose is unlike a tube rosé, 
both reses and excellent things, but not at all sug- 
gestive of each other. Those who have seen 
“David Garrick” know that it ie the second act 
which blocks or clears the way to the actor’s suc- 
cess in the title role. In this act David Garrick, 
a gentleman and a high-minded man of honor, 
is supposed to have drunk sherry and old port at 
a dinner party until if he felt any  bett he 
couldn’t stand it. He returns to the seiibtans tabu 
where he proceeds to make a swine of himself, for- 
getful that there are ladies present. Throughout 
his simulated drunkenness he is thinking of the 
girl whom he loves and who loves him, as she 
sits watching his beastly conduct, reluctantly be- 
coming disgusted with him, which is the object 
he has set out to achieve, having been misled 
in pledging his word to the girl's father to cure 
her of an infatuation for an actor, who turns out 
to be Garrick himself. The scene in the drawing 
room is dangerous to the actor impereonating Gar- 
rick. The line of demarkation between disgusting 
Ada Ingot and making himself a nuisance to the 
guests on the other side of the foot lights is an 
almost invisible line. Mr. Willard has ap artist's 
instinctive perception of its location and he never 
onve set foot on the other side of it. In the emo- 
tional passages of the scene, where Garrick mo- 
mentarily forgets himself and his artistic nature 
is drawn to the surface by the mere presence of 
his beloved one, Mr. Wililard’s complement of

He is affircted with a pulmonary trouble 
and since he received his inju it pains him to 
cough. Sunday he was straining to keep from 
coughing when all of a sudden the blood spurted 
from both nostrils in streams. Nothing he could do 
siopped the flow, and a physici was called, 

The doctor checked the flow, put Monday it be- 
gan over again and when he emered the ospital 
it was coming in a steady but small stream. he 
only way the doctors could stop it was by pluses 
tne nose with gauze. This was done by filling the 
canal leading from the mouth to the nose with the 
gauze and then drawing it from the mouth up 
into and almost through the nose.

This is the latest phase in the riva ry 
between the Interstate company and the 
Wiggins Ferry Co. The Interstate company 
was formed two years ago, to transfer 
freight across the river by ferry and de- 
liver it on this side, and ——

. For the delivery of its freight on this er 
of the river the Interstate Company ay oe 
depend on the services of the St. Wig- 
Transfer Railway, the property of the . 

ins Ferry Omen: o that extent it W

The Wiggins Ferry Co. objected to assy 
ering its rival’s freight and the intersta’ 
Company sued out a writ of mandamus St. 
Judge Wood’s court, compelling the 5st. 
Louls Transfer Railway Co. to accept 1ts 
freight for delivery. ' 

The Interstate Company then changed its 
tactics and set about establishing an in- 
dependent transfer connection. 

As an entering wedge it leased the Ven- 
ice and Carondelet Belt, better known as 
the Air Line Belt, on the east side of the 
river. This line has connections with alof 
the Eastern lines not members of the Ter- 
minal Association. 

The Interstate Co.’s incline is opposite the 
foot of Miller street, on the east side 
Freight for delivery has heretofore been 
transferred by ferry to the Wiggins Ferry 
Co. incline at the foot of Miller street, and 
there taken charge of by the St. Louis 
Transfer Railway Co., and delivered at its 
regular ratcs. 

The Interstate Co.’s plan, completed Tues- 
day, is to divert most of this business from 
the Wiggins Ferry Co. It hag formed an 
alliance with the Burlington, under the 
terms of which the Burlington is to deliver 
its freight on this side of the river. The 
Interstate Co. has leased 147 acres of land 
on the river front north of Grand avenue 
and has erected inclines there. Instead of 
transferring its freight across. the river 
from its incline opposite Miller street it will 
inaugurate a system of transfer boats, to 
carry it up the river to the North St. Louis 
incline. From there the Burlington will 
deliver it. Only freight destined to the 
Iron Mountain and Missouri Pacific will be. 
turned over to the Wiggins Ferry Co. Pres- 
ident Kavanaugh of the Interstate Co. says 
steps will soon be taken to provide an in- 
Popout connection with the twe Gould 

nes, 

The Interstate company ts having erected 

a steel-hull boat which will*be the first and 
the largest of its kind ever operated on the 
Upper Mississippi. The ordinary transfer 
boat has a capacity of 14 freight cars. 
The new craft will have four, instead of 
two, tracks, and will carry 32 loaded freight 
cars 
‘We will be prepared to transfer an entire 
train of stock or other freight,”’ said Pres- 
ident Kavanaugh. 
“We do not mean to inaugurate a rate 
war, but we do mean to place ourselves in 
hot competit'on with the bridges and the 
Wiggins Ferry Co. A change in the basis 
of rates may follow. If the bridge compa- 
nies and the Wiggins people reduce their 
rates we will be prepared to meet them.

If any one comprehends his in- 
tention and says for him what he means 
to say he shows his comprehension by 
unmistakable signs. 

A brain tumor is believed to cause the 
trouble, and it is thought treatment will 
restore the doctor to a normal condition.

A resolution was adopted that the elec- 
tion of all officers save that of lieutenant 
commander be held [n abeyance for six 
months or a year, in order that the men 
might become acquainted and learn who 
the ranks were best suited for office.

ficers as he deemed necessary to bring the 
battalion up to an efficient standard. 

Other resolutions provided for service 
stripes, to be worn by those who had 
served before and fixed the height, etc., of 
recruits. 

A resolution providing for honorable dis- 
charges was adopted after considerable d's- 
cussion. It permits persons who, for any 
cause, wish to sever their connection with 
the reserves to do so, by bringing in three 
recruits or by paying $25 ‘nto the treasury. 

There was a recess of five minutes, during 
which time thirty names were added to the 
enlistment papers, and then the order was 
given for the command to “fall in’ in the 
Armory park. : 

Lieutenant Commander Hunicke eppointed 
Capt. W. P. Lynn, formerly of the Missourt 
militia, to act as drill master for the even- 
ing and the recruits were put through the 
foot movements. 

At the conclusion of an hour’s drill Com- 
mander Hunicke was congratulated by a 
number of infantry officers who had been 
spectators. 

“The meeting of last night,” said the 
Commander Tuesday, “proves that the bat- 
talion will be a success. There is now no 
euch word as fail and I think we will sur- 
prise St. Louisans by the splendid showing 
we will make on our first public appearance, 

“The enlistment papers will probably be 
forwarded to Adjutant-Genera! Bell Friday. 
There will be another meeting Thursday 
evening and those who wish to join had bet- 
ter be there and put their names on paper 
for, from the looks of things, the lists will 
goon be closed. ’ 

“It is an enthusiastic body of men and all 
seem to have the interest of the organiza- 
tion at heart. It may be a little monoton- 
ous for awhile, drilling without untforms 
or arms, but these articles will be secared 
as soon as poesible after the papers ve 
been forwarded.”
